3. The animals must be transported in cleaned and disinfected vehicles.

4. The U.S. Origin Health Certificate must be typewritten.  Mexican Port Veterinarians will
reject any certificates that are handwritten.

5. The enclosed appendix of bilingual certification statements may be used and attached to
the health certificate (VS 17-140). The health certificate number and federal endorsement 
must appear on this attachment.
